About a year ago there was a brief 
“boom” in Dr. Serge Voronoff, the 
Russian surgeon who professed to be able 
to rejuvenate the old and feeble by graft- 
ing upon them certain glands taken from 
chimpanzees and other healthy animals. 
Now comes word which indicates that 
Dr. Voronoff not only is still active, but 
has found new glandular worlds to 
conquer. It was observed, the message 
states, that in the case of the old men 
who were subjected to the Voronoff treat- 
ment an intensive growth of hair resulted. 
Dr. Voronoff argued that, if his process 
could revitalise the human hair, it ought 
to be even more successful as a means of 
elongating the fleece of the domestic sheep. 
Efforts in this direction have fulfilled the 
doctor’s hopes, and we are told that he 
is about to experiment with a whole flock 
of sheep provided by the French Woollen 
Manufacturers’ Association. So potent is 
the Voronoff process said to be that it 
is predicted that in a short time the 
world’s output of wool can be trebled— 
on the assumption, of course, that the 
supply of chimpanzees does not run short. 
The news must be of interest to all Irish- 
men so long as the price of a flannel suit 
in Dublin is about eight guineas. Such 
a suit, it is estimated, containg three 
shillings’ worth of wool on the hoof. As 
soon as the world’s flocks have been sub- 
jected to the Voronoff treatment, there- 
fore, we may hope to be able to get a 
suit for eight pounds one shilling. It 
would not be a great reduction, perhaps ; 
but these are times when every little

STRIKE TO TAKE PLACE IF 
WAGES ARE CUT. 

To-day, unless they receive the existing 
rate of wages, the dockers belonging to the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ Union 
will cease, work at Free State ports. In Dub- 
lin the men who handle cross-Channel traffic 
are paid at the rate of 13s. a day, while men 
who handle the cargoes of ocean-going vessels 
receive 16s. a day. 

The employers propose to cut the wages 
until they are 10s. a day at the larger ports. 
and Qs. a day at the smaller ports. They 


pro also to make proportionate reductions 
in sonst overtime, tonnage and piece-work 
rates 


In support of their proposal the employers 
say that the present rate of wages is mu 
higher than that which is in force elsewhere, 
and that it places the industries of the Free 
State at a serious disadvantage. 

Against this the workers argue that the cost 
of living in the Free State is higher than in 
Great Britain, and that consequently they 
are entitled to more money than the men 
across the Channel. 

In order to give effect to their proposal the 
employers decided to make a cut of 2s. a day 
operative from to-day, and that further re- 
ductions of not less than 1s., and not more 
than 2s. a day, would come into force on the 
18th October next and on ‘st January, 1924,

When announcing that the company had de- 
cided to change to the eight -hour system as 
soon as labour conditions permitted, Judge 
Gary intimated that it would be any months 
before there would be sufficient labour in the 
United States, owing to present immigration 
restrictions, to supply the mills with the in- 
creased number of workers required. 

To-day Judge Gary said that increased im- 
migration from Europe and the influx of 

and Mexicans from the South wouid 
supply the thousands needed to fill the addi- 
tional jobs caused by shorter hours. 

In spite of his present announcement, it is 
understood that the Judge is keenly disap- 
pointed over the stand of the Washington Ad- 
ministration on the question of unrestricted 
immigration. It has only been after the 
reiterated statements of the Department of 
Labour at Washington that no _ increased 
quotas of aliens could possibly be admitted 
into the United States that the Steel Corpors- 
tion chiefs decided to give in to the demands 
of Labour.

THE BISHOP OF CHELMSFORD. 


Following an operation for appendicitis, the 
death of the Bishop of Chelmsford took 
place in a London nursing home on Saturday. 

Dr. John Edwin Watts-Ditchfield was in 
Sis sixty-second year, and, in addition to his 
Church work, had been always intimately 
identified with municipal and other affairs 
connected with public life in East London. 
He had been a member of the Bethnal Green 
Board of Guardians since 1899. 

Dr, Watts-Ditchfield, who was edncated 
at Victoria University, Manchester, ani the 
London 78 of Divinity, became first 
Bishop of Chelmsford in 1914. 

While working in the East End the Bishop, 
who believed in brightening the lives of his 
parishioners in every way, had the interior 
of his church gaudily painted in blue, red, 
and gold; and when, in the following summer, 
he returned from his holidays,he found that his 
congregation had decorated his house in a 
similar colour scheme. 


THE BISHOP OF ISLINGTON. 


A.long and eminent career in the service of 
the Church of England was brought to a close 
by the death on Friday of the Bishop of 
Islington, Dr. Charles + Se Turner, at the 
age of 81. 

As a suffragan bishop he was consecrated in 
1898 to the benefice of St. Andrew Undershaft 
with St. Mary Axe, taking his title from 
Islington and being -responsible for the 
northern deaneries of the diocese. 

Dr. Turner: took an important part in the 
education discussions of 1902, and as a member 
of the Society for Promoting Christian Know- 
ledge did much valuable work that will long 
be remembered. ‘ 

He resigned his benefice in 1911 and retired,

In 
spite of the fact that the Prefect was attached 
to M. Clemenceau’s Cabinet, and is a per- 
sonal friend of the former Prime Minister, he 
has been obliged in ‘his official capacity to 
see that the ordinance was enforced out, and 
accordingly the film has been banned in the 
Department of the Var.—(Reuter.)

“CAPITALISM AT THE 
BAR.”

TO-DAY’S DEBATE IN 
THE COMMONS.

In a leading article upon the resump'ion 
of the debate which is to take place in the 
House of Commons to-day on Mr. P. 
Snowden's indictment oí the capitalist 
system, The Times observes that it is the 
contention of those who believe in the present 
system that, with all ite faults and failures, 
it is bringing about a slow, but steady, ad- 
vance. 

The people of this country for all that 
Mr. Snowden has to say to the contrary, are 
better off than they were. Every day its best 


“ing to improve the machine, and get rid of its 
imperfections. The socialistic panacea is to 
scrap the lot, and put a new machine in its 
place, not as Mr. ‘Snowden would have us 
believe by revolution or confiscation, but by 
socialisation of the means of production, dis- 
tribution, and exchange. 

If we accept for the moment—under pro- 
test—his claim that there is no analogy be- 
taveen Socialism and Bolshevism, the fact 
remains that in almost every case where 
national socialisation has been tried, it has 
been proved a worse failure than the abhorred 
capitalist system, and has, generally speaking, 
been given up in despair. 

The warning contained in the recently 
issued Blue Book on British State trading can- 
not be overlooked. It is a melancholy record 
of gigantic losses at the cost of the taxpayer, 
and absolutely justifies Sir Alfred Mond's 
assertion that it is impossible to carry on the 
industries of the country from a Government 
department. He has tried both systems, and, 
if we may say so without offence, his expe- 
rience has proved up to the hilt the case for 
private initiative. 

Human beings, as he says, cannot control 
any industry once it exceeds a certain magni- 
tude. In Germany, Italy, and France, as in 
this country and the United States, during 
the war experiments in the State management 
of such enterprises as railways and railway 
shops and coal: mines have been uniformly 
unsuccessful. 

Human nature being what it is, dependent 
in spite of itself on the stimulus of competi- 
tion, the generality of men will not, or can- 
not, in enterprises, the life and dynamic pro- 
perties of which are based on personal -n- 
dustry, initiative, and invention, put forth 
their full powers when they.are working fer 
the State. 

It is for that reason in particular, far more 
than for the danger—as to the non-existence 
of which we are not so confident as Mr. 
Snowden—that Socialism may merge into }iwl- 
shevism, that we prefer the present system to 
his counter-proposal.

BRIXTON TAXI MURDER

MASON SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


After a trial lastifig for four days, Alexander 
Campbell Mason was at the Old Bailey on 
Saturday evening found guilty of the murder 
of Albert Dickey, taxi-cab driver, at Brixton 
on May 9, and was sentenced to death by 
Mr. Justice Swift. ) 

It was not till seven o'clock that the jury 
retired to consider their verdict, . They re- 
turned to court fifteen minates later. A re- 
markable scene followed, . The prisoner, stand- 
ing perfectly calm and unmioved, and breaking 
into a aie. made the following statement 
when asked if he had anything to say :— 

‘* My lord and gentlemen of the jury, I can- 
not say that I am surprised at the verdict. At 
Jeast, I was sure that, taking the evidence 
at its face value, I would be found guilty. 


The only thing 1 was quite confident of was: 


that the evidence would be sifted so that it 
would be seen where it came from, who gave 
it, and the kind of evidence it was. ' 
“I have nothing to say against the verdict. 
1 am quite satisfied with it. I have had a 
fair trial. I wish to say a few words here. 
My people would not help me in my defence. 
I wish to convey my thanks to the kind 
people in London who have put up the money 
for my defence, and I wish to thank my 
counsel for his efforts on my behalf. 
lí some kind gentlemen—say, on the Press— 
* just for my own peace cf mind, not for 
anything to do with the trial, would investi- 
gate for me that slight corroboration of the 
driver of the tram and communicate with me 
before the time comes when I have to pay the 
penalty, I should be very much obliged.

TICHBORNE CASE RECALLED IN 
LONDON COURT. 


At Clerkenwell Police Court, London, on 
Saturday, Theresa Mary Agnes Doughty 
Tichborne, 51, a woman of distinguished ap- 
pearance, was charged with sending letters 
threatening to kill Sir George James Graham 
Lewis, the well-known London solicitor, 

A detective officer gave evidence of arrest- 
ing the acused, who, when taken into custody, 
stated that she had written about one hundred 
letters to Sir George, bit denied that she 
had intended or threatened to harm him. 

“IT am the last of the Tichborne family, 
and they want to get rid of me,” ste further 
declared. “On the 4th of November last 
they sent a man to me, offering to pay my 
debts if I would commit suicide, I have twice 
since attempted suicide—once at Winchester, 
but it was hushed up and nothing was heard 
of it. I trust this time the matter will be 
thoroughly investigated, but what chance has 
one woman against so much talent?’ 

Asked by the magistrate if she wished jo 
savy anything, accused replied—‘‘I am not 
cuilty of threatening to kill Sir George Lewis. 
1 have never seen Sir George but once in my 
life, and that was ten years ago.”’ 

She asked that the statemtnt which had 
heen given by the detective should be altered 
to read that she said she was “ the last of the 
elder branch of the Tichborne family,’ 

The case was adjourned until Friday. 

The above recalls the famous Tichbcrne 
case of half a century ago, in which Arthur 
Orton; the son of a butcher, claimed that he 
was Roger Tichborne, the missing heir to 
vast estates. Orton’s claim failed, and he

ERECTION OF NEW CHURCH IN 
TUAM DIOCESE. 


The foundation stone of the new church at 
Belclare, Tuam, was laid yesterday by the 
Most Rev. Dr. Gilmartin, Archbishop of 
Tuam.
